REMARKS 

The following remarks are made in response to the Office Action mailed July 16, 
2007. Claims 1-15 and 20-33 are listed as rejected. Claims 16-19 are listed as objected to. 
Claims 1-33 remain pending in the application and are presented for reconsideration and 
allowance. 

Examiner Interview 

Applicant spoke with Examiner Sitta on or about September 20, 2007 and September 
21, 2007 to schedule an Examiner interview. Applicant informed the Examiner that the status 
of claims 2-13, 15-19, and 21-33 was unclear from the Office Action and requested 
clarification prior to the interview, hi voicemail on September 24, 2007, the Examiner 
indicated that he would send out another Office Action. 

Rejections and Objection 

Claim 1 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 7,109,981 (Damera- 
Venkata) in view of U.S. Publication No. 2003/0020809 (Gibbon). 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gibbon in 
view of U.S. Patent No. 6,304,245 (Groenenboom). 

Because the Examiner indicated that another Office Action would be sent out, 
Applicants respectfully believe that these rejections and objections are currently moot and 
will respond to any rejections and objections in the forthcoming Office Action. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above, Applicant respectfully submits that pending claims 1-33 are in 
form for allowance and are not taught or suggested by the cited references. Therefore, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections and allowance of claims 1-33 is respectfully 
requested.
